SCOTTISH LIST ANALYSED. 


Ir will be seen that the new Scottish Nurses’ 
Association candidates include five matrons, 
representing sick children’s, poor law, general 
and fever hospitals, two public health nurses 
(tuberculosis and child welfare) and two connected 
with clubs and associations, who presumably have 
had experience of private nursing. Sister-tutors 
and small special hospitals are not represented 
Six candidates are from Glasgow. Miss Steuart 
Donaldson as head of the largest training school 
in that city is naturally chosen. The circular 
recommending them is signed by a doctor. Ifa 
matron is considered an “ employer,’’ what about 
a doctor ? 


POOR LAW HOSPITALS RECOGNITION. 


IN some quarters there seems to be a certain 
amount of misapprehension in regard to the 
provisional recognition as training schools of 
certain Poor Law hospitals. The Poor Law 
Officers’ Journal, in referring to the matter, talks 
of ‘the implied threat that the concession may 
be withdrawn” in September and suggests that 
a “ recognised "’ probationer entering in August 
1923, might find herself working side by side on 
the same course of instruction with an “ unrecog- 
nised "’ probationer who entered in October of that 
year. Thence it is argued that the temporary 
concession must become a permanent arrangement. 
In our opinion the facts of the matter have not been 
properly appreciated. On the Poor Law deputation 
Mr. Percival complained of the unfairness, by a 
stroke of the pen and without any warning, of 
closing these particular hospitals down (an 
obviously natural consequence of the resident 
medical officer stipulation), and urged the Council 
to grant a period during which the institutions 
concerned could put their house in order. A 
period has been granted, and it is to be assumed 
that the putting of the house in order will be 
effected during that time. It with the 
institutions.

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CONJOINT TRAINING CONDEMNED. 


CONJOINT training, in so far, at any rate, as it 
enables nurses in special hospitals to qualify tor 
the general part of the Register by obtaining a 
concession on the ordinary period of training 
required for such qualification, is the only way of 
meeting the difficulties of small hospitals. Natur 
ally it is unwelcome in some quarters, where it is 
described as putting the cart before the horse and 
starting the wrong way round. The provision, for 
instance, that nurses trained in V.D. hospitals 
should be allowed to start as second -year nurses 
in general training is much opposed. We 
disposed to agree with much of the opposition in 
this particular case, but we do think that some 
special nurses, children’s nurses in particular, are 
perfectly justified in being given some concession 
in general training We of that 
recruits to the profession should in the ordinary 
way take general training first, but tiaining in 
special hospitals where probationers are now often 
taken as young as 18 fills a gap and often prevents 
a good nurse being lost to the profession altogether.

FOUR YEARS’ PRELIMINARY! 


It is a fact that the lack of probationers is partly 
due to the big interval between leaving school, 
say 16 or 17, and entering hospital, say 21. To 
solve the problem the Association of Poor Law 
Unions endorses a scheme put forward by the 


Medical Superintendent of Whipps Cross Hospital 
for a preliminary training school which would 
teach domestic work, hygiene, anatomy, physio- 


logy and elementary nursing. Such schools are 
very useful, but would they meet the difficulty ? 
Parents who want their girls to earn would hardly 
consent to let them go to such a school for 4 or 5 
years without pay. The only way is to lower the 
age for general training to 18 for those who have 
passed a year in a preliminary training school, and 
to allow them say six months of the hospital 
course, 


SCRUBBING AND A NURSES’ TRAINING. 


Ix advocating the scheme for a preliminary 
training school extending over a considerable 
period, as outlined above, it is stated that in view 
of the present shortage it seems an obvious step, 
in order to lighten the nurse’s work, to delegate 
more domestic work to wardmaids or cleaners. 
The objection taken to that, continues the state- 
ment, has always been that it is essential to the 
formation of a good nu se that she should also be 
absolutely competent in this kind of work. This 
statement should be considerably amplified. A 
nurse must be properly instructed in domestic 
work such as cooking, bed-making, polishing, and 
the like, but if the preliminary training school is 
to comprise a domestic servants’ training just to 
spin the time out, it is a mistake and will remove 
all possibility of success. Nursing is a profession,

M.A.B. NURSES’ HOURS AND PAY, 


THE new scheme of hours and remuneration 
approved by the M.A.B. on July 29th last and 
given in the NurSING TIMES of August 5th fo) 
nurses in institutions other than mental institutions 
came into force on Novembe: Ist. As a result of 
further 1epresentations in the matter made by 
matrons and chief medical officers, certain modifi- 
cations have been effected Probationers and 
assistant nuises, Class II., are to work 56 hours 
a week, with one whole day and an additional 
seven hours off per week with a three hours 
Sunday pass, and ward sisters are to work 55 hours, 
with one whole day and one half day off duty and 
one Sunday pass per week 

The superintendent sisters at certain institutions 
where they rank next to the matron are to have 
a salary of £90 rising to £95. Assistant matrons 
at fever hospitals are in future to receive {130 
rising to £150; those elsewhere and second assistant 
matrons {115 rising to £130. Charge nurses’ pa\ 
is to be raised to £75 a year. | 


ASYLUMS BOARD AND V.A.D. 
PROBATIONERS. 


On July 3rd,. 1920, the M.A.B. decided that 
probationers with previous service as V.A.D 
nurses for not less than two years in the wards of 
a properly equipped military hospital might 
include six months of such training in the period 
(two years) of fever training. That arrangement 
was adopted to meet special circumstances of a 
temporary character, and in view of the period 
which has now elapsed since the conclusion of the 
war directions have been given that it shall cease 
to operate as a routine, but that any case in which 
it may be desired to apply it in future shall be 
considered on its merits.

case of a district nurse in Wales who refused, on 
the ground of professional etiquette, to giv 
evidence in a police court and was sentenced to 
one day’s imprisonment Decided views on the 
problem were expressed by the matron of 
nurses’ home in an interview with a representative 
of the Manchester Evening Chronicl She con 
sidered that nurses were bound just as much as 
doctors not to divulge facts disclosed to them by 
patients under treatment “It is 
honour,” she said, “‘ and no nurse worthy of het 
profession would violate the unwritten law which 
compels her to respect the confidences of the 
sick room. Nurses, she continued, “regard the 
question of professicnal etiquette as a most 
important part of their training.” Sh 
that nurses often became acquainted with the most 
confidential facts relating to then patients, but 
added that they would never dream of talking 
about them in an unprofessional manner. But 
she agreed that in circumstances where it was 
necessary for the nurse to answer in order that 
the ends of justice might not be defeated, it was 
best that etiquette should be waived Even, 
however, if a nurse heard a patient confess to 
attempted suicide it would not be her place to 
inform the police. On no account should the 
sanctity of the relations between nurse and 
patient be infringed.

MATRON AND HEAD 


THE Board of Guardians at Bishop’s Stortford 
has decided that the double post of workhouse 
matron and head nurse shall be undertaken by the 
matron of the workhouse (who is a fully qualified 
nurse.) The actual nursing is to be done by two 
charge nurses (one on day duty, the other on

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night) under the matron’s supervision. As there 
are 106 beds it is to be supposed that assistant 
nurses will also be engaged. In the case of very 
small infimmaries, say about fifty beds, this plan 
may work well, provided that the charge nurses 
are thoroughly trustworthy. The arrangement 
is, of course, economical (at Bishop’s Stortford 
extremely so—the matron’s salary is only to be 
increased by £10) ; and it also does away with 
a great deal of friction, as the matron will probably 
have time to supervise the work thoroughly. But 
in the case of infirmaries of 100 or more beds, the 
plan is not a good one. As was well pointed out 
by the chairman at Bishop's Stortford, the work- 
house matron in the larger institutions is a very 
busy person. She has not time to supervise 
the infirmary thoroughly and at the same time 
to do justice to her other duties in the main body 
of the workhouse. And if the supervision 1s 
irregular—if the nurses are visited and the matron 
sees the doctor only “when she has time ”’— 
triction is bound to follow, and an enormous 
amount of time will be wasted. There is another 
great objection. If the interests of the workhouse 
and the infirmary should clash and the matron 
cannot do justice to both it is the infirmary that 
suffers. This is inevitable, but in the interests 
of both patients and nurses it is very undesirable. 
The infirmary should have its own superintendent 
nurse who can take entire charge of the wards 
without any supervision from the matron of the 
workhouse 
A NURSE SINGER. 

NURSES who are enterprising often branch off 
into interesting fields, but to few is it given to 
have such a romantic success as to Miss Kathleen 
Garven, who trained for five years at the Middlesex 
Hospital, London, and then began nursing work in 
New Zealand. Three years ago a singing teacher 
discovered the possibilities of Miss Garven’s voice, 
trained her and launched her on a triumphant 
career as a great dramatic contralto. Miss Garven 
is giving a concert on November 10th, at 8.15, at 
the Wigmore Hall, London, and we think all 
London nurses who can should make a point of 
hearing her.

N view of the recent cases of smallpox 
of 44 cases in London, with 12 deaths 
following notes may be useful. 

Smallpox attacks persons of all ages and is 
ften fatal; cases who recover are usually scarred 
jor life. It is the most contagious of all diseases, 
ntact with patients or their surroundings easily 
wsing infection, and it is contagious all the 
ime, although the most dangerous period is 
apposed to be from the appearance of the eruption 
io the drying up of the pustules. The bodies of 
those who have died from it are also a source of 
janger. 

Vaccination is the only sure preventive, but it 

mist “take ’’ satisfactorily, and be repeated 
very few years. Naturally overcrowding and bad 
ome conditions help to spread the disease 


Symptoms. 
The incubation period is believed to be from 
i) to 14 days; the onset is sudden, rigor, fever, 
srspiration, rapid pulse, thirst, constipation, 
yadache, pain in the back and vomiting; within 
aday or two redness and spots appear, especially 
nthe lower abdomen and thighs. On the third 
lay comes the raised eruption, beginning on the 
irehead and spreading all over the body. Later 
these pocks fill with fluid which becomes yellow 
and offensive, and about the eighth day there is 
areturn of the febrile condition, accompanied by 
iestlessness, delirium or coma. After 12 days the 
pustules begin to dry up, and there is intense 
itching. The scabs fall off, and the skin is left 
deeply pitted. 
Complications. 

During the second bout of fever there is a danger 
i bronchitis, pneumonia, sore throat, ulceration 
leyes OF ears, and abscesses. 


Varieties. 
Besides the ordinary kind of smallpox, there is 
imild type (varioloid); hemorrhagic smallpox, 
awhich the pocks bleed and which is very fatal; 
malignant smallpox, with a quick fatal termina- 
ton; confluent smallpox, very severe, in which the 
jistules run together, and which ends in great 
isiguement if not in death. 

Treatment. 
The treatment is on the same principles as for 
ther infectious disease: most of the duties fall 
©the nurse (who should of course have been 
tently vaccinated). The room should be well 
tatilated and slightly darkened; the diet light; 
‘id sponging is useful, with mouth washes of 
emanganate. The vigilance of the nurse is 
featly taxed, as the patient must be carefully 
taiched. To modify the pitting, tepid compresses 
mung out of weak carbolic should be kept con- 
‘antly applied to the face ; itching may be relieved 
vaseline. In very severe cases the wet pack 
‘sometimes ordered.

Dr. M’Gregor-Robertson said that the nursing associa- 
tions had wanted one register for the United Kingdom, 
and it had been a cause of grief that an Act had been 
passed dividing the two countries, after they had worked 
so long together for the one object. He introduced the 
nine candidates whom the S.N.A. had recommended, 
and pointed out that they were representative of every 
branch of the profession, 

He strongly appealed to the nurses to vote, and to do 
so at once It was better to vote and lose than not to 
vote at all.

A DOCTOR’S VIEW. 


May I, as a provincial operating surgeon, express my 
agreement with the points raised in your recent article 


‘* Outside the Fold ?"’ Miss Herbert's criticism appeers 
unanswerable. At the present time there are working 
in nursing homes, especially in the provinces, a large 
number of nurses who have never spent a year in @ 
nospital, but have spent three, five, ten or more years 
working in a home. 

Such Nursing Home trained nurses, as a rule, know 
their practical work from A to Z, but have no certificate 
and have never passed an examination. ‘ 

To insist, as a preliminary to being put on the first 
State Register, that such a nurse, fully trained in every 
practical detail as a result of many years’ hard work 
but holding no certificate, should go into a hospital for 
a year is futile. A year in a hospital cannot appreciably 
increase the nurse’s practical knowledge and, at most, 
can give her only a smattering of theoretical knowledge 
insufficient for examination purposes. I feel strongly 
that the practical knowledge acquired by many yeers 
of work in a Nursing Home ought to render a nurse 
eligible for State Registration. i 

It is to b> hoped that the new Minister of Health yar 
withhold his approval until the General Nursing Counc! 
modifies very drastically its present too narrow definition 
of the training required for admission to the first State

PARALYSED. 


OUNDERS' DAY (Wednesday of last week), took 
F the form of a ‘‘ Pound Day,” and in spite of heavy 
rain a large number of visitors added their con- 
tributions to the pile of groceries in the Poard room. 
Many took the opportunity of inspecting the wards, 
which were gay with autumn flowers. Many of the 
patients were well enough to be in the pleasant day rooms 
attached.

F) The wife of a man possessing any of the first four 
qualifications. 

The National Union of Societies for Equal ¢ itizenship 
has embarked on its election campaign on non-party 
lines. It is asking all Parliamentary candidates to place 
the object of the Union—equality of liberties, status and 
opportunities between men and women—in their election 
addresses. It is further asking them to give special 
emphasis to the extension of the franchise to women on 
the same terms as to men. In addition, candidates are 
being asked to answer a Parlimentary questionnaire which 
demands pledges on such subjects as a democratic League 
of Nations, equal pay and equal opportunities in industry 
and in the professions, widows’ pensions, the guardianship 
of children, an equal moral standard, the unmarried 
mother, separation orders, women jurors, nationality, ete.
